course, everybody is aware that the 
Colony has passed through @ phenomen- 
ally dry aummer, and everybody knows 
equally well that the drought is detri- 
mental tothe water supply, and that, 
onless there is a heavy fall of rein 
during the current month, o water 
famine is inevitable. It is irritating to 
have to realise this fact when consider- 
ation ia given to the expenditure involv. 
ed in constructing the ‘I'ytam Reservoir, 
and the notice to the Penk property 
owners that in future their water 
supply wust be regulated ‘by me- 
ter and charged according to the 
consumption comes as av. additional 
irritation, more especinlly as no pre 
liminary explanation is made by the 
Government or the Water Autho. 
tity. For our own part, we: think 
there is a tendency on the part of 
the Water Authority’s critics’,ta in- 
dulge in carping criticism. Heaven 
forfend that we should pose as the 
champion of the Water Authority. If 
the pin-pricks of criticism ever penetrate 
his epidermis, which we doubt, the Hon. 
Francis A. Cooper is quite able to 
detend himself. Taking into account 
the difficulties of the present situation, 
however, it would be unfair and un- 


reasonable to blame bim or the Guvern- 
ment unduly or to: take any setion 
which would render the executive work 
of the Water Department more arduous 
than it is already, At the ‘same 
Uime we venture to think the Govarn- 
ment wonld have attained its object 
as effectually ond with o tithe of 
the friction if it had taken the public 
a litte mors into its confidence. 
On this occasion o public statement 
from the head of the Government would 
have prepared the residents for tho 
inevitable and might have made less 
objectionable the drastic measures which 
the Water Authority is inaugurating. 
The notice issued. by tho Water 
Authority is in the following terms :— 
‘Notice ic hereby given that, under 
the provisions of Ordinance 6 of 1895, 
the Government intends. to measure 
by meter the “water supplied from 
the water works to premises in the 
Hill District. It is, therefore, ne- 
cersary for owners of property in tho 
Hill District, who wish to ‘continue 
the supply to their premises, to’ return 
to the Water Authority the enclosed- 
agreement, duly dated, signed and wit- 
nessed, on or before the 80th of Sep- 
tember next.” Unfortnnately for the 
expedition of public business, the: Draft 
Agreement enclosed is drawn - up 
‘Under Section 14 of The Water 
Works Ordinance, No. 16 of 1890) 
a section which was “repented by 
Ordinance 6 of 1895. This,is-a mere

That -is o comprebensive 
section} how it was smuggled through 
the Legislative Council—we attribute 
no contraband intentions on the part of 
the Governmeat—the Unofficial Mem- 
bers, ‘tha leat men and true who. nre 
devoting: their lives and leisure to the 
public interests, may perhaps. be able 
totellus, Tho price fixed by Ordinance 
ig 26 cents per ooo gallons ; ‘and under 
the old Ordinance deductivas: are allow- 
ed under certain conditions:: Whether 
they like it or not, however, the Peak 
residents bave to pay $2 per quarter io 
advance for their meters. ‘Chis charge 
is not received with much favour by the 
residents because, taken in comparison 
with the charge for the.amount of 
water likely to. bo. used, it has. the 
appearance of being’ disproportionate. 
Qn this score, wedo not think any fault 
can be found with the Government, 
although it would tend. to _ allay 
the present irritation if the charg 
were reduced, or better still, abolished. 
‘Tho obvious object of instituting mea~ 
surement by meter is not to raise 
revenue but to check waste; and if 


wilful. waste is checked under the meter |- 


system then the Government could: the 
more readily agree to a‘nominal charge. 
Neither could the charge ot 25 cents 
per 1000 gullone—iminus atatutory de- 
ductions-s-for water used in excess of 
the preeoribad domestic quantity ba call- 
ed excessive were it not for the arbitra- 
ty way in which the quantity is pre- 
scribed.

Mr Cooper 
does not stato whut, in bis opinion, 
would ‘be a rensonable quantity, but 
presumably, in thé case of Europeans, 
© means something more than 6 
gallons per head per day—the mi- 
nimum ‘allowed by Ordinange; and 
if, a8 we have been informe, eome 
Peak residents are allowed only 
that quantity while veighbours oc- 
cupying higher-rented houses aro al- 
owed a larger quantity there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. Speaking 
broadly, the requirements of o European 
iving in a house of moderate rental 
differ in no respect, so far as.his domes- 
tiv water eupply is concerned, from those 
of his neighbour in a larger and more ex- 
pensivo Louse, except in ao far that for 
family reasons ho is compelled to live in 
the modorate-rented house and yet re- 
quires 8 larger daily supply for general 
omestic purposes. In fact, the man 
who wants the larger supply for essen- 
tially domestic purposes must pay, pro- 
portionately, a larger.amount than the 
manufacturer, who is better able to pay 
for a-private supply to augment his 
supply from the public mains, In thig 
respect, therefora, the strict application 
of the Water Ordinances would be. un- 
reasonable, in the Pesk or any other 
district, without consideration for the 
actual hygienic requirements of in- 
dividual households. Then, again, 
is it not possible that there are other 
places than the Peak more worth the 
attention of tho Water Authority if he 
wishes to check the waste of water?

There was 
tome water in tho‘asloon, but not very 
much. Before lesriog my cabin EF tried to 
open the locker under my berth, to get out 
alifebelt, but I was unsble to do av. I 
feared that something was wrong at this 
stage; but I did not for a moment think 
there was any imtnediate danger. When I 
reached tho ealoan I said to the chi-f 
steward, ‘Gat me a lifebelt.""BHe replied, 
‘They ore in your cabin.’ I said, ‘TI can- 
not Gnd them,’ und he then went into my 
cabin and got me 4 lifebelt and fixed it 
securely on me. Almost at this instant 
Mra Mathias came out of her cabin and 
Mrs and Miss Loring came out of their 
cabin and stood st the door, Mra Mathias, 
who appeared tao be nervous but not 
excited, astd something and thon asked ms 
for a lifebolt. I weut into ‘her cabin, 
followed by her. I wont down on my 
knees and tried to open the locker—the 
water was then pretty wolla foot deep in 
the asloon acd cabins—but, in the darkness 
T failed to doso.

STATBMENT BY ME CHANE. 

We ara indebted ta the Sydney Morning. 
Herald forthe following statement by Mr 
T. Charles Crane, of the Hustera Uxtension,

Me Grave doos not feel much the worse for 
the experiences of the past fow days, Ho: 
loat everythiog by the wreck, and be va= 
Ineabis losses at £200-—Wa started, az 
you “koow, at sbout a ‘quarter-past four: 
o'clock and cleared the Heads at ‘half.paat 
5. It was dlowing a scuth-westerly pele, 
with high eess, which occasionally broks 
on board. Afterdinner—by the way, tho 
ladies did not tura up to dioner—Dr 
Copeman, Dr Anderson (tha ship's doctor), 
and myself wont to Mr Pinrey’e (the ‘chief 
offc-r}) cabin for a smoke, and wa were 
talking, amongst otbor things, of the wreck 
of the Wairarapa, and in the course of the 
ecuversation Mr Pioney said something to 
the effect that-ho would never be drowned. 
Me Pinney turned us out of his cabin 
abont 10 oclock, saying he had to be on 
watoh at 4 o’oluck. We went over ta Dr 
Copeman’a cabin across the alleyway 
amidship-. While wa were there one or 
two huavy seas broke om” bosrd, a lot 
of the. water coming into Dr, Qopeman's 
cabin and some going into Mr Pinvey’s 
cabin. Shortly after 10 o'clock I rotired to 
my osbin. in the saloon and was soon fast

sons difficulty he apened the door, and im- 
mediately there was on inrush of water, but 
it was not overpowering, The Chinese 
steward and IJefttho saloon trgother.

waded up to my middle on the main deck, 
and reached tbe ladder leading to the 
poop. On reaching the poop I looked 
round snd found the ship besded direct for 
the shore, with the lighthogse on the port 
bow. The vessel hada list, and was rapid- 
lysinking. I noticed a sailor climbing up 
the rigging. I sttemptcd to step from the 
poop on: to the awning over the main deck 
te follow him, but I could not resch the 
awning. Inever aaw any more cf the lights. 
When I found fT conld not reseh tha povp 
T stepped back, and «almost immediately 
the vesael foundered. I was ancked down 
some distances with ber. On coming to the 
surface. I noticed a large obj ct floating 
abont 20 yards away, and awam towards it, 
and clang on to it, Jt proved to be a 
provision’ safe. Thera was a padlock on 


it, and IE put-wy finger through tho’ 


clasp and throw my right arm over the top, 
Almost immediately | was joined by a 
Ohinaman. I made pome remark about 
drifting, and he replied‘ More better you 
go catches *nuthor piccee box.’ 
* More better you go." We both held on 
tothe safe, and ] astimate I wre in the 
water 20 minutes, While there 1 noticed 
and heard atleasta dezan Obinese drown- 
ingin the immediata vicinity. I heard 
their gorgling kind of cries as they sank, 
I was rapidly becoming benumbed and ex- 
hausted, and had given upall hope. Dy 
companion on the box said, ‘There is a 
boat. coming,’ aud shortly afterwards the 
boat came ap, and we were both pulled in 
over.the bows. It was very rough whoo 
we were in the water, but occasionally. ic 
waa clear, and the moun shone out. We 
‘hada couple of rain squalls whila I waa in 
the water, After the boat picked me u 
they searched around for others and Bicke 
upfour or five. Ewas very cold in thy 
boat, I had only my pyjames on. Dr 
Copeman had only pyjamas on. The 
eecond officer war fully dressed, and 
Uaptain Fawkes had sume clothes on, 
@or. experiences ia the boat.were very 
tryjng. We bad very little clothes on, 
sod the epray continuslly broke over 
us, and we were alteady benumbed by 
being in the water s long time. 1 
waa ‘completely exhausted, and bad to 
He-in-the bottom of the boat, aud there 
waa ali the time a Ict of water in her; in 
fact the Chinese were kept continually bail- 
ing.” The buat kept about for some time, 
and then seeing noaigns of any ono in the 
water, the boat was headed for land. Wo 
mads for the shore—ihe beach south of 
Gharlotte Head. The Uhinese, who all bad 
life belts on. were very anxious to land, 
The second officer was in command of the 
boat, but Captain Fawkes insisted on go- 
ing round Charlotte Head, as the breakers 
“weta much too heavy on the beach to ¢ fect 
a aafa landiog.-. On rounding Charictte 
Head we sighted the cutter Olga, and made 
for ber, 'e were received un board with 
great kindness ; we were given clothing aud 
biscuits and water. The master of the out. 
ter at.once weighed anchor and: procesded 
ta Hawke's Bay and landed us st Forster, 
the cutter being towed over the tar by the 
Marion Mayfield. Pilot Kendall and bis 
wife did ail they could for us, Thoy took 
us to their bouse and treated us with every 
kindness. “They eve us clothing and 4 
good square meal, As goon as we got 
warm olathing on and seme food we ro- 
vived. L.believe if the vessel bad handed 
for the Jand just-efter she strick sho 
would have reached it in safety
